And, 
as he has frequently publiſhed, has never pretended to join with any Candidate 
whatſoever ; Nor made his Application to any one Elector in ede for his 
Vote or Intereſt; but left them intirely to their Freedom, as they ſhould judge 
beſt for the Intereſt of their Country. SE
